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HOW TO CONTROL THE SUN

An estimated potential an- 
nual saving to Iowa swine growers of

swine nutrition at Iowa Station 

2. What is the corn-hog ratio to 
which frequent reference is made? It 
relates to the number of bushels of 
corn 100 lbs. of live hogs will buy. It 
is an expression of current market con- 
ditions usually based on Chicago.

6. During which stage of lacatation 
is milk secretion greatest and when 
does it begin to decrease most rapidly? 
Peak secretion is during the second 
month, then a gradual decrease (4-9% 
until the seventh month, after which 
the decline is rapid due to advancing 
pregnancy. 

7. Do cattle undergo uniform shrink- 


' age throughout a trip to market, or is 


there greater shrink at some particular 
stage of the journey? Chicago’s Union 
Stock Yards checked and found that 
1,000 to 1,100 lbs. of cattle hauled 200 
miles shrank almost half of their total 
for their trip in the first 25 miles. 


8. Why do horsemen make the mar- 
ket for timothy hay? Timothy is es- 
sential in the training of race horses 
and the fitting of show horses. Its con- 
stringent effect keeps bowels normal 
even under stress of the fastest work 
without becoming “washy” as_ they 
would on legume hay. 

9. Is a permanent water shortage 
threatened in this country? No, at a 
recent “Water Clinic” here at Ohio 
State, the concensus of opinion was: 
“In Ohio, and in other parts of the 
nation where conditions are similar, 
no persistent long-term trend toward 
water famine is evident, even though 
there are cycles of drought and serious 
local shortages, particularly where the 
demand for ground water is greater 
than the supply.

One by-product of the humble kernel, 
called “steepwater,”” found a dramatic new 
use in the war year 1942. Penicillin, then 
a newly discovered “miracle drug,” was 
needed in quantity to supply battle-wound- 
ed men abroad. But the output of the drug 
was limited; not nearly enough was being 
made to suf 
mands from the war fronts Among 


ply the ever increasing de 
scientists who were feverishly searching tor 
ways to boost the output, one at the gov 
ernments Northern Regional Research 
Laboratory, Peoria, thought of corn steep- 
water as a food for the penicillin molds 

Heretofore, steepwater had been widely 
used as a constituent of corn gluten feed. 
Now it was added experimentally to the 
broth that grows penicillin molds; the re- 
sponse was a tenfold increase in the yield 
of the drug. New strains of the mold 
were developed, corn steepwater was fed 
to them, and soon the yield of penicillin 
had doubled even the original boost 
Twenty units were produced where one had 
been produced betore The supply prob 
lem was licked; trom then on our wounded 
and sick got penicillin when needed. To- 
day it is the major food not only for 
penicillin molds but for those of aureomy- 
cin and other antibiotics. For this purpose, 
drug manufacturing companies use 75,000,- 
000 pounds of corn steepwater a year 

Other uses of corn products, by food 
and non-food industries, are legion. In the 
kitchen and the laundry, corn starch has 
been familiar to housewives for many 
years But relatively tew housewives —or 
their husbands—know that the same prod- 
uct, changed somewhat by special treat- 
ments, is used in important ways by al- 
most every major industry from textile 
manufacturing to oil well drilling. 

The paper of this page was sized with 
starch, and the colored inks in adjacent 
advertisements contain starch to fix the 
colors in printing. Within arms reach, as 
you read this article, are several familiar 
things, not one of which would have been 
made as it is without the corn refiner’s 
end-product, starch. The fabric of your 
cotton shirt needed a starch sizing, tor 
its warp threads, before it was woven. 
Your cigarettes were sealed with a starch 
adhesive, as was the package containing 
them. The match you light a cigarette 
with needed a starch binder for the igni- 
table stuff in its head.

THE TREND OF PRICES 
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How much higher prices will go will | 
depend partly on whether OPS slaps on a 
ceiling. The May 15 parity price was 
$21.60. That is the minimum price at 
the farm level that any live hog ceiling 
would have to reflect. It would be higher 
during the summer if allowance were made 
for seasonal variation. The Chicago equiva- 
lent probably would be about $1 over the 
national farm average 

Last year barrows and gilts averaged 

22.50 at Chicago in July and $22.23 in 
August. Slaughter probably will be less 
than in 1951. But, pork stocks in storage 
are larger by the equivalent of more than 
a million hogs. Ad consumers appear to 
be tighter with their money at the meat 
counter than last year. Prices for most } 





pork cuts are well up to their ceilings, but | 
lard prices are down so that hogs are 
worth less to the packer than in 1951. The | 
late spring rise in hogs put packer’s mar- | 
gins in a tight squeeze. In fact, with lard | 
down, the pork ceilings may be too low 
to reflect parity prices to producers after 
allowing for fair processing margins as the | 
price control law requires. But, OPS is 
likely to be very slow in doing anything 
about it. 

The spring pig crop estimate will be 
out about the time you'll read this. Ie 
is expected to show at least 9% fewer pigs 
than last year. Hence, prices probably will 
hold up better in early fall than in 1951. 
With average corn growing weather, the 
hog-corn price ratio may be nearly up to 
average. Hogs probably will be moderate- 
ly profitable through the next 15 months. | 

Lamb prices probably will work | 
irregularly lower in the next three months, | 
but will have frequent temporary upturns, 
which will provide good selling oppor- | 
tunities. Following a sharp early summer 
break, prices often rally about mid-July. 

Supplies will increase through the sum- 
mer as the Cornbelr and, a little later, the 
Western lamb movement gets under way. | 
Arrivals have been relatively large all 
spring, however, so that the increase in 
the supply and price decline may be quite | 
moderate.

great herds moved along the dusty roads 
to Chicago, lives in the modern Trucker’s 
Day at the Chicago Stockyards. 5,000 
truckers trom 23 states and Canada took 
part in the second Satety Contest held at 
the Yards. Competition ran high among 
these truckers and they were disappointed 
when the oil strike delayed their meeting 
from May 9th to June 6th. 

Some 2,000 people gathered at the stock 
yards Auditorium on June 6th to watch 
Jobn impson, Earlville, Ill, win the 
$1,000 bond safety prize on the Short 
Haul contest, and R. Vanderier of Lebanon 
Ind., walk off with a similiar $1,000 bond 
on the Long Haul contest. Hlinois truck- 
ers took the next five places in the Short 
Hau! contest and lowa truckers took the 
next five places on the Long Haul 

The Chicago Livestock Trucker’s Safety 
Contest was set up two years ago to make 
farmers and truckers more conscious of the 
savings that can be realized by careful shiy 
ping of stock, Each trucker who brings 
stock to the Chicago Market is graded on 
each load according to miles covered, con 
dition of stock, dead and crippled animals 
In order not to discriminate against the 
men who must haul long distances, two 
separate groups of prizes are given. The 
Short Haul area includes northern Illinois, 
southeastern Wisconsin, northwestern In 
diana and southwestern Michigan. Other 
areas fit into the Long Haul group, with 
65 prizes given in each group ranging 
from the $1,000 war bond that goes to 
the winners down through 65 $50 bonds 

John Simpson has been hauling to the 
Chicago market tor 10 years. 4l-yr.-old 
Simpson is married, has a boy, brings about 
14 loads of stock a week to market. Dur 
ing the seven months of the contest he 
moved 15,243 head of hogs and 2,709 
cattle. Stimpson has 4 G.M.C, semi-trailer 
trucks and 3 Chevrolets. He gives as his 
rules for careful handling: use of sand 
on the floor, suitable loading chutes and 
unhurried loading. He partitions each type 
of stock, never loads a bull with other cat 
tle, and takes it easy on curves 

Young Vandevier has been hauling to 
the Chicago yards tor 5'% years. He lives 
in Boone County and has hauled between 
20,000 and 25,000 head of livestock to 
Chicago during the 7-month contest. Van- 
devier's pretty wife Roxie keeps the books 
and rides herd on their three boys. Van- 
devier uses a White semi-trailer outfit and 
3 International Trucks. He stressed care in 
loading and avoids crowding. “If there 
are too many for a load we come back a 
second ume. Crowding never pays. No, 
we never use clubs or boards. Give stock 
time, they'll go in. We haul by night a 
good bit in this hot weather,” he said. 

The truckers and farmers present at the 
meeting learned that calves are the most 
difficult animals to ship, followed by sheep. 
Compact, short-legged hogs can take ship- 
ping pretty well but over-heat when they 
stack up. Cattle present the least prob- 
lems, but must be handled with care for 
their high value (please turn to page 21)

Or she may be unsteady in her walk, 
convulsions, twitching muscles and 
poor appetite Call your veterinarian; 
prompt treatment may save her. Heavy 
producers on well-fertilized grass are most 
likely to get grass tetany, says Dr. R. D. 
Hatch of Illinois. Take cows off of pasture 
at night and feed good hay instead.
